risen, too, a quite general idea that since continuous 
operation is necessary in certain industries the seven-day 
week is therefore inevitable The only way, of course, to 
secure a weekly rest day in a continuous industry is by 


increasing the working force The U.S. Steel Corporation 


has done this in its seven-day departments by providing 
sufficient workers to enable one-sixth of the force to be 
idle on each day of the week Similar rules have been 


adopted by the Lackawanna Steel Company and some of 


the other independent steel companies, while the Americat 
Telegraph and Telephone Company has for the last. six 
years given every employee one day of rest each week with 
most satisfactory results 

he solution of the problem lies largely in each industry 
and the sustaining public adjusting themselves to the 
necessity of a larger working force and the additional 
expense this entails.

Not only isthe government short of funds, but 
the whole country is in a like condition, and the greatest need 
is for bills of one and two pesos and fractional currency 

Ihe rate of exchange is responsible for this condition 
With a silver peso containing about 45 cents’ worth of 
silver, selling at around 32 cents, there is every inducement 
to speculate in pesos. The government has practically 
stopped the exportation of silver coin, and has forbidden 
iny one to pay a premium for silver, but it cannot stop 
people from hoarding coin, and Mexico's gold and silver 
has practically gone out of circulation. As silver was th 
money of common use and there were few or no one and 
two peso bank bills, the stringency was terrible for a time 
The banks are now putting out large issues of small bills 
and change is not so scarce as it was 

Che so-called panic here started early in October of last 
year. At that time there was in the banks about 80,000, 
000 pesos in gold coin, and in banks and circulation approx 
imately 32,000,000 pesos in silver coin. Within six weeks 
this vast amount of currency had been practically 
retired from circulation. The financial = stringency
